A HISTORIC SCHOOL. 


It Wee KeteMlahed et Dorrhaaltr, 
Maaa.. la ItUS. 

The first public school in America to 
be supiKirtcd by direct taxation "upon 
the Inhabitants of a town" was estab¬ 
lished at Dorchester, Muss., in May, 
ltd). 

In l<dl David Thompson bad settled 
upon Thompson's island, off tbe coast 
of Jthe i-olony town, und In 1G38 b® 
gave the Island to the town on the 
payment of 12 peine yearly rental. 
Having transferred tbe island to the 
town, the town council met May 20. 
1630. and adopted tbe following order: 

It la ordered the !0th day of May. 1«». 
that there shall be a rent of LR) a year 
Imposed forever on Thompson's Island, to 
be paid by every person that hath prop¬ 
erty In said Island, according to the pro¬ 
portion that any such person shall from 
time to time enjoy and possess there, and 
this toward the mafntenanee of a school 
In Dorchester. This rent of £20 a year to 
be paid to such schoolmaster as shall un¬ 
dertake to teach English, Latin and other 
tongue*, also writing. The said school¬ 
master to be chosen from time to time by 
the freemen, and It Is left to the discre¬ 
tion of the elders and the seven men for 
the time being whether maids shall be 
taught with the boys or not. Por the 
levying of this £t0 yearly from the partic¬ 
ular persons who ought to pay It accord¬ 
ing to this order It Is further ordered that 
some man shall be appointed by the seven 
men for th* time being tp receive this.

fuse th payment shall forfeit the land he 
hath In propriety in said Island.
